BOT EYERYTHISG THAT WAS DESIRED, 


But the Best That Could be Hoped for 


Under Prevailing Conditions, the 


Lawlessness of the Strikers Hav- 


ing Destroyed Sympathy. 


COLUMBUS, O., June IS.—The circu- 


lar of the national officers of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers announcing and ex- 
plaining the settlement with the oper- 
ators here Motfday, was issued to the 
miners last night. It is a voluminous 
document of nearly 5,000 words, but 
much of it is a history of the strike.

contract, that on its acceptance or rejection by 
you we stake our reputation as your servants 
and our further continuance iu official posi- 
tion 


In recounting1 the strike, special at- 


tention is cabled to the convention and 
conference at Cleveland, May U and

he University of Illinota?" Solon Phil- 
brick, of the law Hrm of Gere & Pail- 
brick, of Champaign has made a critical 
lamination of the law bearing on the 
abject. He says the two court de- 
cisions usually referred to on this «Juea- 
ion have no bearing whatever; the one 
merely deciding that women can not vote 
'or superintendent of schools, and the 
other that they <nn vote for all t 
officers of public schools except county| 
and state superintendents. The opinion < 
inds that women can not hold office in ! 
•eneral under the common law and that \ 
the statutes of this state do not author- 
ize them to hold office in general. The 
act of July 1, 1891, which makes them 
'eligible to any office under the general 
or special acbool laws of the state," he 
lolds does not render them eligible to 
rote for or hold the office of trustee of 
the University of Illinois, because the 
general and special school laws of the 
state are not applicable to the university, 
the acts in relation to the university be- 
ing separate aud distinct from the com- 
mon school law and no part thereof. 
His conclusion is that "the University of 
Illinois can no more be said to belong to 
the public school system of this state 
than could any other educational insti- 
tution incorporated by the legislature.

order, 


BUT IT DOESN'T YIELD TOTREJTMEHT, 


And is Seriously Aggravated by the Pre- 


vailing Warm Weather—A Prisoner 


in the Hands of Dr. O'Reilly— 


All Work Prohibited. 


WABtmfSTOir, June 12.—The exces- 


sively hot weather has aggravated the 
slight stomach disorder with which tha 
president has been annoyed from time 
to time daring the past three weeks 
until to-day, by the advice of Snr- 
gcon O'Eeilly, of the army, the presi- 
dent denied himself to all visitors ex- 
<-ppt to the members of his cabinet. 


The president was first affected im- 


mediately after attending the Decora- 
tion day ceremonies at 
Arlington. 


Secretary Gresham, who was with him 
at the time, being similarly attacked. 
The complaint in each case responded 
readily to simple remedies, but the day 
after Mrs. Cleveland went away last 
week, the president had a recurrence 
of the trouble, and was compelled sev- 
eral days ago -to call in Dr. O'Beilly, 
as he expected to go down the river on 
Friday afternoon for another cruise 
on a lighthouse tender. The doc-

checked, and since that time, though 
the president's health has grown no 
worse, the prevailing- high temperature 
has been very debilitating, and the doc- 
tor has now insisted upon the tempo- 
rary abandonment of the enormous 
amount of tedious detail work with 
which Mr. Cleveland is always busied, 
and until he is perfectly well the pa- 
tient, under the doctor's orders, must 
deny himself to the numerous visitors 
who absorb a large part of his time, 
frequently upon the most trivial mat- 
ters. 


Dr. O'Reilly has not seen his patient 


more than once a day, and says there 
is no occasion to call of tener, and there 
is no doubt that the present treatment 
is proving efficacious. 


Unless the president is much im-

Arkansas—Drought prevails In central and 


southern portions; cotton falling somewhat, 
but will recover with hip-her nlclit tempera- 
tures; corn doing well; wheat being harvest- 
ed, yield above average. 


Tennessee—Crops suffering from effects ol 


drought; wheat ripening, some being harvest- 
ed, crop generally good; oats poor; corn mak- 
ing no headway for want of rain; tobacco dy- 
ing from drought; meadows poor, pastures 
falling rapidly. 
Kentucky—Wheat and corn greatly im- 


proved; meadows, pastures and gardens short; 
all crops need.rain. 


Missouri—Good rain In portion of central 


and western sections, but In other sections 
rain Is being needed; too cool for corn and cot- 
ton.Illinois—Drought bcgrinnlnp to injuriously 
affect crops; wheat ripening fast and harvest- 
Ing will begtn in about two weeks, clover be- 
ing cut. yield light; corn growth retarded by 
cool nights. 


Indiana—Wheat in good condition and head- 


ing, outs fair; clover being harvested, quality 
good; corn Improved considerably; pastures 
good; stock doing well.
